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In the ſame manner his Ex. is one whom I 
neither Perſonally Love or Hate; I ſee him 
at Court, at bis own Houſe, and ſometimęs 
at mine (for I have the Honour of his Viſits); 


and when theſe Papers are publick, tis odds 


but he will tell me, as he once did upon a 
like Occaſion, that he is damnably mauid; and 
then with the eaſteſt tranſition in the World, 
ask about the Weather or Time of the Day;

The Ends he 
has gain'd by Lying, appear to be more o- 
ing to the frequency than the Art of them 5 
his Lies being ſometimes detected in an Hour,

Enemies, and is ſure they will diſcover them 
the Moment they leave him. He ſwears ſo- 
lemnly he loves and will ſerve you, and your 
Back is no ſooner turn'd, but he tells thoſe 


about him, you are a Dog and a Raſeal. He | 


goes conſtantly to Prayers in the Forms of 
His Place, and will talk Bawdy and Blaſphe- 
my at the Chappel-door. He is a Presbyte- 
rian in Politicks, and an Atheiſt in Religion 
but he chuſes at preſent to Whore with a Pa- 
pift. In his Commerce with Mankind, his 
general Rule is to endeavour impoſing on 
their Underſtandings, for which he has but 
one Receipt, a compoſition of Lies and 
Oaths, and this he applies indifferently to a 
Freeholder of forty Shillings, and 'a Privy 
Conncellor, by which the Eaſie and the Ho- 
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neſt are often either deceived or amuſed; 
and either way he gains his Point. He will 
openly take away your Employment to Day, 
becauſe you are not of his Party; to Mor- 


row he will meet or ſend for you, as if no- 


thing at all had paſs'd, lay his Hands with 


much Friendlineſs on your Shoulders, and 
with the greateſt eaſe and familiarity in the 
World, tell you that the Faction are driving 
at ſomething in the Houſe; that you muſt be 


ſure to attend, and to ſpeak to all your 


Friends to be there, tho he knows at the 
ſame time that you and your Friends are 
againſt him in that very Point he mentions: 
And however abſurd, ridiculous, and grofs, 


this may appear, he has often found it ſuc- 
ceſsful; fome Men having ſuch an awkard: 


Baſhfulneſs they know not how to refuſe up- 
on a ſudden, and every Man having ſome- 


thing to fear or to hope, which often hinders 


them from driving Things to Extreams with 
Perſons of Power, whateyer Provocations 
they may. have receiy'd. He hath ſunk his 
Fortunes by endeavouring to ruin one King- 
dom, and hath rais'd them by going far in 
the Ruin of another. With a good natural 
Underſtanding, a great fluency in Speaking, 
and no ill taſte of Wit, he is generally the 
worſt Companion in the World ; his Thoughts 
being wholly taken up between Vice and Po- 
liticks, ſo that Bawdy, Prophaneſs, and Bu- 


ſineſs fill up his whole Converſation. To 


gratify himſelf in the two Firſt, he makes 
choice of ſuitable Favourites, whoſe Talent

for Buſineſs, he is ſaid to be very dextrous at 
that Part of it which turns upon Intrigue, 
and he ſeems to have transfer'd the Talents 
of his Youth for intriguing with Women, 
into publick Affairs: For, as ſome vain young 
Fellows, to make a Gallantry appear of Con- 
ſequence, will chuſe to venture their Necks 
by climbing up a Wall or Window at Mid- 
night to a Common Wench, where they 
might as freely have gone at the Door and 
at Noon-day ; fo his Ex. either to keep him-
